The  general  conditions  as  regards  Tuberculosis  -  the  number 
now  on  the  T.B.  Officers*  list  being  one  third  of  what  it 
was  10  years  ago.  But  the  number  of  births  still  shew  figures 
that  are  disquieting  -  92.  as  compared-  with  132  in  1930  and 
165  in  1925. 


The  Inspections  as  regards  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been 
carried  out  as  usual.  The  conditions  found  have  been  on  the 
whole  fairly  satisfactory,  but  I  found  that  many  producers  who 
send  their  milk  to  the  Torridge  Vale  factory,  rather  think  that 
under  the  circumstances  they  need  not  be  so  careful  as  regards 
the  details  of  general  cleanliness. 


Schools. 

Numberous  schools  have  been  visited.  The  Sanitary  and  Health 
conditions  have  been  found  to  be  very  satisfactory,  but  the 
number  of  children  is  still  steadily  decreasing.
